Youx, May 10 — With four 
months of the present year, as reck- 
oned by the Jewish calendar, placed 
to our credit we will soon- reach tbe 
period which will enable us to inscribe 
2,000 on our communications to all 
parts of the globe. 
The century closed four months ago 
shrouded in gloom; England many 
years beforehand accepted a 'German 
dynasty rather than no dynasty at all. 
The first of the Georges met no old- 
fashioned British welcome; the rough 
gutterals tbat greeted English ears 
from Vienna to Berlin were not as 
welcome as tbe Norman French im- 
ported by tbe Conqueror WillUm. 
But a lew years after his death the 
last vestages of the No-man French 
disappeared from the British tongue, 
except m the house, of lords, where 
all announcements of new acts-, were 
made in Norman French,. and it has 
been only lately that Norman French 
has been considered the court lan- 
guage. The British government and 
tbat of the United States represent 
t" o of the most powerful nations that 
the world has ever seen. 
England 
and the United States have introduc- 
ed their language wherever they rais- 
ed their flag., Their flags have been 
flung to tbe breeze, whether it is the 
stars and stripes or the blood red flag 
of St. George. 
, Their language follows as a matter 
of course, When the news was flashed 
over the wires recently tbat tbe Ger- 
man minister was assassinated in 
China and the .English embassy was 
in charge, it did not take long for the 
greatest civilized nations of the earth 
to come to a common understanding. 
It was not that, the flag of one or 
more nations had been dishonored or 
that the reports of the -brutal massa- 
cre of Christians, native and foreign, 
were the occurrences of every day. 
Civilization was in'danger, the vic- 
tims of nearly two thousand years 
were to "be rooted out and a more bar- 
barous reign was to be reared upon 
their ruins. 
,

One prophet pointed to an alliance 


of the yellow races-with a common 
blood running through th~4 veins; of 
over six hundred million of the human 
race, urged on by what each savage 
power conceived to be "his owirjeause. 
with the hope of revenge on the one 
hand and rich plunder on the other. 
The threatening danger brought the 
nations of Europe to their senses. 
They did not wait for him to put bis 
cohorts in motion; all tBe powers of 
war were instantly put forward; night 
and day men worked with, a "steadi- 
ness and vigor tbat they had not 
known for years. 
Old soldiers who 
had fought in Ihe war of the rebel- 
lion furbisbed up their dusty uniforms 
and soldiers of a later date, in our war 
with Spain, began to look warlike; 
preparations by sea were not forgot- 
ten — tbe 
stern fighters tbat 
bad done 
such 
terrible tigbting 
at 
Manila Porto Blco and Cuba 
were soon got ready for another 
light, and in a lew weeks great armies 
were thundering at 
the gates of 
Pekln. 
For many .days stories of frightful 
massecre reached the invaders on the 
outside and fired their'blood to mur- 
der every human being 'who ,bad the 
,-emblance of a Chinaman about him 
and show him no mercy. Then came 
the blowing up of the great gates, the 
tiring of the city, the looting of the 
palace and the bringing of the fearful 
story up to today. 
The night of tbe empress, whose 
evil influence had so much to do with 
bringing on the murder of mission- 
aries by her Boxer friends and .conse- 
quently the present wars—and right 
here is where tbe strangest complica- 
tions 
occur. 
England, in South 
Africa, has a war on her'hands very 
much like our own war at Manila. 
There, after their leader was caught, 
thousands of soldiers are surrendering 
and it really looks as if in a few weeks 
nothing would he left of the patriots 
to die in the last ditch. 
At home here it is wonderful, no 
matter where I go. I look around 
and.see no more sign of war than if 'I 
had already reached Walhalla. If I 
want some fine music, Instrumental 
and vocal, I go to the grand opera, 
which costs $12,000 every night to 
raise the curtain. 
These opera people are funny folk;

managers or 
anybody else. With

often no chance at all. 
He takes his little book and goes to 
our millionaires and multimillionaires 
to ascertain what their royal high- 
nesses 'would like for the coming 
season. They name the box and the 
nights they will be required. 
Some 
familes take a box for every night: 
others only one night a week, and 
some only tbe matinees, so that few 
boxes are vacant, and the managers 
see daylight, even If there are clouds 
and by taking things by th e forelock 
he out MC ills way to a safe venture If 
It doe* OOM tlO.000 to t!2,000 to raise 
the curtain.

Washington, May 11.—The govern- 


ment statistician has received officia! 
reports up to May 1 which show 
that the average condition of win- 
ter 
wheat on that date to have' 


been 94.1. and the area under cultiva- 
tion was 2S.2G7.000 acres. This is 
2,015,000 acres, or G.7 per cent, less 
the area sown last fall, but 2,032,000 
acres, or 7.7 per cent, in excess of the 
winter wheat harvested last year. Of 
the reduction, about one-half is report- 
ed from Texas and California, due to 
the ravages of the wheat plant louse, 
and in the latter to the cutting, as is 
not usual in that state, of a consider- 
able acreage for forage. In the states 
that had 1.000,000 acres or upward 
sown last fall, the following, percent- 
ages are reported as abandoned or 
ut for forage: Missouri 1, Kansas 1, 
Illinois 1.9, Pennsylvania 2, Indiana 
2.5, Ohio 3.2, Tennessee 4.7, Michigan 
9.6, Oklahoma 12.5, California IS and 
Texas 42.4. 


For the area remaining under culti- 


vation, the average condition on May 
1 was 94.1. While this average is 10.5 
points above the mean of the May av- 
erages of the last 10 years, and" has 
been exceeded only three times in 17 
years, it must be remembered that the 
acreage plowed up, cut for forage and 
otherwise abandoned has been entire- 
ly eliminated. 


The average condition of winter rve 


on May 1 was 94.6, as compared with 
93.1 on April 1, 1901, and 89.2, the 
mean, of May averages for the last 10 
years. The present condition is the 
highest since 1S91. Pennsylvania and 
New York, with two-fifths of the total 
winter rye acreage of the country, 
each report a condition of 94, which 
corresponds with the 10-year average 
in New York, bnt is four points above 
such average in Pennsylvania. 


The average condition of meadow 


mowing lands on May 1 was 92.S. 
against 90.8 on May l, 1900. 84.9 at the 
corresponding date in 1S99 and 99.1, 
the mean of the May averages of the 
last 10 years. The average condition 
of spring pastures on May l was 91.5, 
against 91.3 on May 1, 1900, 83.5 at the 
corresponding date in 1S99 and 90.8. 
the mean of the May averages of the 
last 10 years. 


Of the total amount of spring plow- 


ing reported as contemplated it is esti- 
mated that only G6.3 per cent was act 
ually done up to May 1, the proportion 
usually done by that date being about 
75 per cent for the whole. Only throe 
times in the last 15 years has the per- 
centage done by May 1 been as low 
as it is this year.

"Washington. May 11.—Statements 
of appropriations, new offices, etc., for 
the second session of the Fifty-sixth 
congress have been completed. A sum- 
mary of the appropriations shows the 
grand total of $730,3738,370. The state- 
ment shows that in addition to the 
specific 
appropriations made, con- 


tracts are authorized to bo entered 
Into for public works requiring future 
appropriations by congress in the ag- 
gregate sum of $4,224,640. The new 
offices of a civilian character created 
number 3,820, with annual compensa- 
tion of $2,500,601. and those abolished 
or omitted aggregate 211, at an annual 
pay of $245,226, a net Increase of 3,003 
at a yearly cost of $2,239,075.

. Situation In Wall Street. 


New York, May 11.—Wall street has 


emerged from its gloom, and, with 
growing confidence, manifests some- 
thing like buoyant elation. Prices of 
stock went up with a rush at the last, 
closing about the top, and with the net 
losses left after Thursday's session 
pretty largely recovered. The official 
announcement was made that the 
sheets of all the members of the ex- 
change had been cleared perfectly, 
and that all their checks had been 
honored. This relieved the last feel- 
ing, of apprehension. The measures 
taken over night to clear the situation 
left little to fear. The agreement to 
allow the shorts in Northern Pacific 
to settle at 150 really went to the 
root of the crisis and wiped out the 
impelling cause of the panic. 


'Buried the Hatchet. 


Chicago, May 11.—Isaac L. Elwood; 
former director of the American Steel 
and Wire company, who is said tc 
have been holding out against the or- 
ganization of the United States Steel 
company because the minority stock- 
holders were not to be paid what he 
considered a sufficient sum for their 
mills, has buried the hatchet. Mr. El- 
wood, who arrived here from New 
York, said: "I have settled all my dif- 
ferences with the new steel trust, ami 
there is no longer any friction or mis- 
understanding between us." 


Another Line to Buffalo. • 


Chicago, May 11.—On May 25 the 


Illinois Central will inaugurate a 
through train service between New 
Orleans and Buffalo. The way will be 
by way of the Illinois Central from 
New Orleans to Memphis and Louis- 
ville, thence by Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern to Cincinnati, the Big 
Four to Cleveland and the Lake Shore 
to Buffalo. New Orleans will be left 
at 7:35 a. m. and Buffalo will be 
reached at 10:30 the second morning. 


Railway Trainmen. 


Milwaukee. May 11.—The Brother- 


hood of Railway Trainmen spent most 
of the day in considering amendments 
to their constitution. The most im- 
portant amendment that came up for 
discussion was one to raise the classes 
of. insurance from $400,$SOO and $1,200 
to $500. ?1.,000 and $1.500. The amend- 
ment was voted down and there will 
be no change for at least two years.

Topeka, May 11.—Tne jury In the 


case against Rev. F. W. Emerson and 
Dr. R. R. Mitchell found a verdict of 
guilty.

broke into a "joint" in North Topeka 
some weeks ago, and the specific 
caarge against them was participating 
in a riot Mr. Emerson is pastor of 
the leading Christian church here.

Houghton, Mich., May 11.—The pas- 


senger steamer Bon Voyage of the 
White line. Duluth. burned to the wa- 
ter's edge on the beach near the Lake 
Superior ship canal. The crew and 
passengers escaped in the boats ex- 
cept five members of the Altman fam- 
ily of Larium, grandmother, mother 
and three daughters, who were drown- 
ed. A fourth daughter was saved by 
hanging on to a fender. The steamer 
caught fire around the smokestack. 
The order was given to beach her and 
she put in toward the shore, going 
aground in the shallow water about a 
mile from the beach. 


The glare of the fire was seen from 


the life-saving station, and the crew 
made all haste to reach the spot on 
tugs. They arrived just as the pas- 
sengers and crew were driven to seek 
refuge from the flames In the lake. 
The survivors were picked up by tugs. 
The crew of the steamer fought the 
fire with great courage. 


Streams Overflowing. 


Wheeling, May 11. — A cloudburst 


east of 'Wheeling caused the overflow- 
ing of Peters', Chapel's and Woods' 
runs, tributaries of Wheeling creek. At 
Triadelphia the Baltimore and Ohio 
tracks were covered with water for 
several hours and trains were" held up, 
including two passenger trains. At 
Greggsville a little child, name un- 
known, is said to have bisen washed 
away and drowned. Between Greggs- 
vlile and Leatherwood, a suburb, the 
wall of water came down 10 feet in 
.eight, taking bridges, outhouses and 
ogs.

Much of the furnishings 
were ruined. 


Destructive Cloudburst. 


Pittsburg, May 11.—A cloudburst in 


Tarentum and' vicinity did many thou- 
sands dollars damage. Rain fell in tor 
•eats for an hour, barns were washec 
down off hills and in some cases were 
upturned against residences. Bridges 
were washed away, the railroad bee 
was washed away at Crelghton. The 
railroad track was covered with three 
leet of water for more than three 
miles. Telegraph and telephone poles 
and trees were washed down on the 
iracks for a long distance, and at leas 
700 cellars were flooded. 


Dashed Down a Hill. 


Pittsburg, May 11.—In a streetcar 


collision at Brushton, H. S. Cunning- 
ham, conductor on one of the cars, was 
so badly hurt that he died soon after 
In a hospital. William Rodecker, con- 
ductor, and Rev. I. J. Brown of Brush- 
ton, were painfully bruised and cut. 
The accident was caused by the burn- 
Ing out of the motor on a Frankstown 
avenue car. which dashed down a 
steep hill and crashed Into a car on 
the Hamilton avenue line. 


Two Drowned. 


Port Huron. Mich, May 11. — The 


schooner Fostoria. in tow of the 
steamer Annie Laura, collided with a 
huge cake of ice in St. Glair river and 
sank almost immediately. Two sail- 
ors, whose names are not known, were 
drowned. Three members of the crow 
were saved. They are: Captain Albert 
Lockert, Annie Lockert and Albert 
Cronk, all of Sandusky, O.
